Theae even did not sn nice 
and a second acotlon had to, be sent 
on behind for about 500 mile*. I bad 
the good fortune to travel through 
moil of Kama* In the day time and 
therefore taw the belt land* in tbe 
Slate. The broad prairiea extending 
at far aa the eye can reach have been 
cut up into farnia, many of wbicli 
have been well improved. One thing 
noticeable about tbeae farms it thai 
there are no fencea eitlier incloiiii); 
or dividing piantaiiont. The land ii 
black aud fertile and it about at val- 
uable aa the beat land in Chriatiau 
county, where it ia near the railroada. 
1 waa loid, however, that otTtlie road* 
tbe aame charaeUr of landt can be 
had at price* ranging from $2.50 to 
$10 per acre. Kan*a* i* deetiued to 
be one of tbe greatett of the agricul- 
tural atatea, tbougli ah* auffered from 
the drouth Ibis year in common with 
all Hie rest of the country. One 
great objection to thi* country i* tbe 
•carcity of water and limber. Tbe 
water supply i* obtained in moat 
places from deep well* with wind 
mill* attached, excepting in the rich 
valley land* of the Kan*a* river. I 
pa«sed through *everal important 
towns, including Topeka, tbe capital 
of the atate, where I.got the beat cup 
of coffee I have found aioce 1 lefi 
Kentucky. By-tbe-way, coffee i* 
about the atrongeat drink lo be gli- 
tained anywhere in Kanaaa, aa the 
State i* *trlclly dry froinaprohlbUiou 
standpoint A* night came on the 
country began to grow mora uneven 
and range* of barren bill* were lo be 
*oen in the dietance. By dark the 
country wa* decidedly rough and 
during the whole of tbe night Ilia 
train iped on through a country thai 
Is about a« poor at the poorest hill 
III the eaatern elatea and without the 
advantage* even afforded by water 
aud timber. When daylight cam 
waa in the aterile prairie land^ or 
Colorado. A aickly crop of dead 
gra** covered the aandy plain*, bnl 
It was only at rare iuterral* that a 
human habitation wa* *e*n, except' 
ing at the little atation town* every 
ten *r flfteen mile*. Thi* country i* 
utterly worthle** and no effort 1* 
made to cultivate the soil, tbe only 
settler* being the cattle-herders. I 
aaw many large berda of cattle and 
ponies cropping the dried up grass 
and leeining to b* in good condition, 
but it is a myslerr liow they manage 
to live ON the ■cant supply of grabs' 
and with but lillle, if anv walcr.

The capital of Celorado is entirely 
dlfTerent in every reipcct fioni wdai 
I had pictured it in my mind. I tup- 
poied it wat a rough, billy, dirty, 
mining city at the foul of the moun- 
tains with 25,000 or 30,000 inliabitauts 
made up of the roughest charactcra 
to be found in the West, [rnagine 
my surprise to find it a city orH0,00U 
people, situated on a lovely plain six- 
ttcn miles from the nearest mountain, 
whose snow-capped summits are to 
be teen to the wett. 

My train itops here Ive bourt and 
I liave availed myself of tbe oppor- 
tuuity to see tbe city. At the depot

etc., in a few words and it is siirpris 
lug bow cheap l!ic holclt are. The 
cily it full of Ihi ni iiinl the very beat 
charge extreiiioly iiKMliM-ate prices, 
wkilc Hie good niciliiirn Imtol" i hargc 
only $1.25 to $2.00 a day and give ac- 
commodation* equal to houtei that 
charge twice a* much in tbe eaat. 
Tlie firtt thing I had t« do *fl«r eat- 
ing a good breakfait wa* to *et my 
watch back an hour to correapond 
with the mountain time. Beeanae 
thit bad lo \>» done it mu*t not be 
tupposed liiat Denver is slower than 
the east in olhtr reapecli. 

Having bul a few hours at my die- 
posal, I proiMired a carriage and wa* 
driven rapidly over the cily and have 
just fluiehed "taking it in" and 
have an hour laft lo give a abort 
<ketcb of the place. I am most fa- 
vorably impressed with this city. 
I'herlimite is simply delightful, the 
liicrmi.iiielir at Ibit writing Indicat- 
ing Tu degreei in the tbade. Tbe air 
it pure, Ireab and cool at it come* 
from ilie moiiutaini aud the reaident* 
aay that tlie cold is at no time more 
severe tlian at other placai in the 
tame latitude.

Denver is watered by the Plait river, 
a mountain sircaui of considerable 
size. It in llglilcd by electric lighta 
and tbe high lowera are stationed in 
every pan of Hie cily. Tliere are 23 
imlilic ttdiool liuildinga, 5 Catholic 

houis and G collsgea In the city. 
Ouo tiling about the schools will not 
impress Kenluckiaua favorably. 
Ilotii negroes and whites areadniitlcd 
to them and are taught In the same 
clasdcs. There are CO cliu relies, all 
denominations being represented. 

Among the distinguished uieu who 
live hero are numbered Rx-Scnator 
Tabor and four cn-Governort ol the 
Slate. But I find I will have lo cut 
my letter tliort to catch the train.

LIGHT DRESS FABRICS. 

Tks Beat and KasI Hai u i l ssa Way •!

In lliis eold soap Sllds 
permit the garment to soak three or 
four hours; tlicn^ub, or rather iqneeie, 
it, after dipping in the water several 
) times. After this process seems to have 
! been sufficient to exhaust the purifying 
I qualities of the water, examine the 
I parts most soiled and, without nibbing 
tuo much, dip them in a s.iluiion com- 
[Kised of e.|u,il p.irtsof soap and water, 
squeuxing iheiu in tbe liands. Press 
the water oat with the hands aad place 
tho fabrics In clear cold water for rins- 
ing. If not quite clean by this time, 
again dissolve soap in tho water and 
leave the arlieles los,)ak another hour; 
then rinse and sciueezeas before, shake 
out vigorously and hang up to drv. 

Do not permit the best articles to 
freeze, nor woolens to bccimie quite 
dry before they arc pressed. The iron 
should 1^ moderately hot and be ap- 
plied on the wrong side only. Every 
part should be smoothed until quite 
dry, and all the seams pressed open or 
lAosed as when first made up. If this 
process bo followiM tho material will 
be eipial to new. Even flannels already 
liiiekeneil by an improper method ol 
1aundr)'ing are mnch bfaaStad by this 
cold-w'ster process. Woolens that have 
no dyes in them are easily cleansed, 
even when much soiled, by soaking in 
cold water containing a tablespoonfal 
ot family ammonia U) every six iinarls. 
if the water is banl dissoluo borax in it 
Its directed. 

Silks should not be twisted or wrung, 
bnt softly squeeaed or p rei i ed, and then 
shaken as free as possible from creases 
and tlioroughly dried. The pressing i 
always done on the wrong side, and the 
iron plioiild only be warm enough to 
• iiioolh out wrinkles, a liampened cot 
ton or linen cloth being usually laid on 
the goods to avoid gkiss. It the iron 
be too hot the fiber Is injnred and tbe 
bciia^ and nsefulncss of the fabric 
spoiled. 

For cottons and other printed fabrics 
that are likely to fade by washing, a 
half pint of salt dissolved in lioiiing 
water is an cxeelitnit ecdor setting. 
Drop the fabrics into this liquid while 
at its hottest and let them remain until 
it is cold, when they may be rinsed in 
clean water, dried and ironed upon 
their wrong side. It is surprising how 
mnch dye from certain coloia will ro- 
main in the salt water, without de- 
priviiii; thi' material of but little, if any, 
of its hrightiie.ss. It is said that an in- 
termixture of ordinary vinegar, in the 
proportion of a tea<upful to a gallon 
of cold rinsing water, is excellent for 
fixing or brightening the tints of pink 
and green cottons. A tabb spoonful of 
sal-soda dis-olved in a gallon of cold 
rinsing waler is aUo said to improve 
liluo or purple cottons or linens. 

To prevent all colors printed npon 
cottons and linens from what Is known 
running," it Is safest to wash them 
in cold, salted water; but if the fabrics 
are more tiian dust-soiled this water 
will not cleanse them. 

Till* best iin-tbod of washing printed 
mulls anil Ia\vns istorub them throu^^h 
eold water and rinse in water into w bieh 
potatoes have been grated and strained, 
if you have the timetho potatoes should 
be grated into cold watier the day be- 
fore. The starch— for this Is what It 
really is— settles upon tbe bottom of 
th«i vessel, and the water and all the 
lloaling particles may be poured off. 
'i'lie fine dejiosit may bo (lissolved in 
ele.iu, cold water for rinsing, a table- 
s]iooiifui being added to every quart of 
water, if stifi'ness is required in the 
fabric; bat if only a trifle of flrmnest is 
desirable this qnantity is inffloient for 
four quarts of water. 

If a thorough renovating is neces- 
sary nnd tliere is doubt about the sta- 
bility of the colorings of printed goods, 
warm, but not hot suds, of moderate 
strength (white costile soap being best 
and softest) is the best medium for the 
process. The garments should be 
washed as quickly as possible, wmng 
carefully, shaken out and hung to dry 
out doont in an airy but shaded place. 
Iv all eases delicate fabrics should be 
riosed in cold water nnd tlie ironing 
irtt as soon as possible, if the arti- 
Cfis Me bung up so that the air can 
pass threngh all parts of ihein, and are 
I taken down M the. proper mofMBtt a 
sprinkling wffi uot be neMed. 

Do not allow time Ut elapsa between 
tiie sprinkling and tl>o ironing. Arti- 
cles of delicate hue shouhl b« washed 
one at a time. If Iht garment becomes 
too dry before ironing, Uy a thin, 
dampened cloth over it aej press upon 
this and immediately nft<!rws4-d upon 
the fabric iuelf — BuUerte*'* P^Hneator.
